The length of constructive service pro- 
posed for each grade is that time necessary 


to become such an officer, for example, if it 
takes ten years to become a captain and 
seventeen years to become a major, an offi- 


cer appointed originally to such a grade 
Was ut least of that experience, value, 
worth and age. So to the former “Emer- 
gency Officers” commissioned in the Reg- 
ular Army as of July 1, 1920, those then 
made first lieutenants’ should be given four 


years’ constructive service; that made 
Captains, ten years; those made majors, 
Seventeen, years; and those made lieutenant 
colonels, twenty-three years’ constructive 
service 


And “Constructive Service” is not a new 
or novel experiment; this principle has 
been and is recognized in military legisla- 
tion. It was set forth in the Act of March 
3, 1899, 30 Stats. 1007. “that all officers who 
have been appointed from civil life shall 
be credited, for computing their pay, with 
five years’ service.” (See Decisions of 
Comptroller, Volume 3, pages 165 to 167, 

uly, 1923, to June 30, 1924.) 

It is again recognized in the present 
Pay Act when those originally appointed 
major start in the Fourth Pay Period, as 
if having over fourteen years of service. 

_ To a certain extent it was also recognized 
in the reconstruction of the Army after 
1898, to equalize the service of certain 
classes of officers, and the last reconstruc- 
tion, the Act of June 4, 1920, practically 
gives some constructive service to some of 
the Old Regular Officers. 

Equality Is Sought. 

The average age today of the Emergency 
Lieutenant Colonels now in the Regular 
Army is around fifty-four years, that of 
those appointed majors from the Emer- 
gency Officers almost the same, that of the 
Emergeney Captains about forty years, so 
this constructive service will help to bring

( FFICIAL confirmation was given the 
exclusive forecast in the Army and 
Novy Journal that a five-year. building 
program would be submitted to Congress 
this fall with Administration approval 
by the statement made by Secretary 
Wilbur at San Francisco, Aug. 25, that: 
“The cruiser building program will 
be based upon the needs of the coun. 
try. Wheat we shall recommend to Con- 
gress is entirely up to the general board, 
and I do not know what they have spe- 
cifically in mind. Their decision will not 
be known untii the bill finally goes to 
Congress, after having been scrutinized 
by the Budget-making power.”

New Policy Settles 
Army-Navy Disputes 





(THROUGH agreements worked out by, 
the Joint Army and Navy Board, ap- 
proved by the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, settlement of questions vital to 
the national defenses which have long 
been points of controversy, has been ef- 
fected. With a view to securing more 
effective coordination this joint action 
has been taken and the relative funes 
tions of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps broadly but clearly defined. 

By this cooperative accomplishment, 
the services have made unnecessary the 
contemplated action proposed during the 
last session of Congress to force such 
cooperation between — the different 
branches. 

Aviation Role Defined. 

The moot question of aviation’s rofe 
in our coast defenses is one of the big- 
gest problems the board tackled and dis- 
posed of. Under its ruling, which has 
been approved by Secretary Davis and 
Secretary Wilbur, the functions of the 
Air Corps and Naval Aviation in the 
protection of our coast lines is clearly 
defined. 

It assigns to the Navy the duty of 
supporting “Local naval defenses operat- 
ing for the protection of lines of sea 
communications and coastal zones 
against attacks by hostile submarines and 
surface raiders.” The wording of. this 
clause and those assigning the Air Corps 
duties indicate that the primary respon- 
sibility for the aerial protection of the 
coast lines rests with the Navy and its 
air arm. One of the contentions of Gen- 
eral Mitchell during the long air fight 
has been that this duty should be as- 
signed to the Air Corps and the bomb- 
ing tests on the ex-German warships off 
the Virginia Capes were used as a strong 
argument to support this claim. 

Specific provision however is made by 
the board for coordination of the two 
services and the use of one for the other 
in emergencies. 

Another controversial point upon 
which an agreement has been reached is 
in connection with the command of joint 
operations by the Army and Navy pro- 
viding a unity of command. It specifies 
that the President may delegate his au- 
thority as commander-in-chief so far as 
such specific operations are concerned, 
by the appointment of either an Army or 
Naval officer to exercise such command, 

“The Joint Action,” which has just 
been made public, was finally approved 
some time ago by both Secretaries and 
represents many months of conference 
and work by the members of the board. 
The aviation chapter supersedes the 
famous “Pink pamphlet” of more than a 
year ago which has been held confiden- 
tial. 

The text of the policies follows: 

Foreword. 

1. It is vital to success in war that the 
Army and the Navy so coordinate their 
auctions as to produce the most effective 
mutual support. To accomplish this it is 
essential that both services have a com- 
mon, definite understanding of their re- 
spective functions in nationa! defense and 
of the approved methods for attaining co- 
ordination in operations, 

2. The aim of this publication is to as- 
semble in one volume all joint policies, 
agreements, or* instructions which have 
been approved by the War and Navy Dee 
partments, with a views to securing effec. 
tive coordination, It is divided into two 
parts: 

art I,—Pelicies to govern joint Army 
and Navy action. 

Part 11.—Minor policies, agreements, and 
joint instructions which by providing ef- 
fective organization and agencies for co- 
ordination, and by enunciating standard 
practice, promote harmonious joint action,

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National Defense Needs Featured in Editorial Discussion of Budget 





FATENSIVE discussion of National Defense needs, varticularly in regard to Navy 
4 construction and aircraft, features editorial comment in the press on the 1929 
Budget as outlined by General Lord after his recent visit to the President at Rapid 
City, S. D. In general, the editors approve the Administration’s determination, 
while not engaging in an armament race, to favor a building program for the Navy 
and a continuing expansion of Army and Navy aviation commensurate with the 
Nation’s needs. 


HE New Orleans Times-Picayune in an editorial headed “Speaking of National 

Defense,” urges adequate appropriations for the Services and likens the need 
of the Mississippi Valley for flood control to the country’s need for protection. 
Referring to the Services, the paper says: 

“The failure of the naval limitation conference at Geneva has persuaded Presi- 
dent Coolidge, according to current reports, that the cruiser-construction program 
should be carried into execution without farther delay. Other reports have inti- 
mated his disposition to approve the strengthening and balancing of our fleet along 
other lines. And Congress, which authorized the cruiser program against his ad- 
vice, seems disposed to provide whatever may be necded for efficient naval pro- 
tection. 

“This newspaper has been a consistent advocate and supporter of adequate 
national defense by land and sea. We think the cruisers needed to balance the 
American fleet should be provided without hesitation. 


RESIDENT COOLIDGE’S approval of the Budget appropriations for Army and 

Navy aviation, the Chicago Daily Tribune (Independent) holds as an indication 
that the Nation is being encouraged to take the lead in aviation. It states that 
the expansion of service aviation, the creation of commercial air fleets and the 
popularization of travel by air are “all advantageous to the efficiency of defense 
by air.” 

The Tribune also forecasts that “with commercial flying enthusiastically sup- 
ported and official recognition given the necessity for an adequate preparation in 
military and naval aviation, these two essential branches of a national program 
of aviation promise to progress side by side to a new state of success and per- 
fection. 


“The Army and Navy have a definite promise of getting the funds and the 
planes which they have been seeking ever since the World War. They will have 
their opportunity to illustrate their sermons in actual fact. * * *” 


"PHE San Diego Union (Independen) declares: “The broad fact undoubtedly 


is that the United States is entering upon a modified competition in armaments— 
not an unrestricted race, such as that which marked Anglo-German rivalry before 
the war, but an endeavor to build up a navy that will be impressive beside any 
other navy in the world. Under present conditions, that ambition will involve re- 
newed building activity and heavy expense.” 


Naturally many of the 200,000 “Emer- 
gency Officers” did not wish to remain in 
the Army. but many tried to get in and 
were refused commissions.

One of the provisions of the Army Re- 
organization Act of June 4, 1920. is that 
‘Not less than one-half of the total num- 
»er of vacancies caused by this Act” “shall 
ve filled by the appointment” of former 
Emergency Officers, “a suitable number of 
such officers in each of the grade,” but 
here were only appointed from the “Emer- 
zency Officers” 5 colonels out of the 599 
authorized by the Act; 14 lieutenant col- 
onels out of 674; 208 majors out of 2,245; 
1.199 captains out of 4,490; 1,726 first lieu- 
tenants out of 4.266; and 1,294 second 
lieutenants cut of t 2,694 .uthorized. It 
seems as if the “Emergency Officers” re- 
ceived their share principally in lieu- 
tenants. 

These figures are from the original act 
and the official study of the situation given 
out by the War Department, so it is sup- 
posed they are correct

ficers,” the law made it mandatory to ap- 
point “not less than three such persons 
to the grade of colonel in the Judge Ad- 
vocate General's Department and not less 
than eight to the crade of lieutenant colonel 
in the Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment,” which was done. four colonels and 
just eight lieutenant colonels being ap- 
pointed in that Department from the 
“Emergency Officers.” So outside of what 
the law compelled, there were only allowed 
two coloneis and six lieutenant colonels to 
the “Emergency Officers.” 

The question presents itself if that 
was the “suitable number in each grade” 
set forth in the law and evidently intended 
by Congress. 

Of course the “Emergency Officers” re- 
ceived no generals. 

Se from the “Emergency Officers” a total 
of only 227 were appointed out of the 3,518 
field officers authorized in the Act, or 
among this a total of 19 colone!« and lieu- 
tenant colonels altogether from the “Emer- 
tency Officers” out of the 1,27: authorized 
in the Act for these two grades. 

Speaking in round numbers, for the 
present purpose, it can be e timated that 
there were, say, about 200,050 Emergency 
Officers and less than 10,00¢ old Regulars 
in the Army during the Great War. 

So, approximately, 200,000 Emergency Of- 
ficers constituted the reservyir from which 
te draw for appointments t» the new Reg- 
ular Army. Of course practically all the 
Old Regulars were retainet, mostly in ad- 
waneed grades.

war conditions, Congress doubtless thought 
they could easily and properly fill the 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and 
major in easier, simpler, peace times. 

And Emergency Officers who were qual- 
ified certainly in age and service to fill 
higher places, had done so during the war, 
were given lower grades, they were deemed 
“suitable” to be officers of the new Reg- 
ular Army, but nearly all the higher places 
were given to younger men the Old 
Regulars. 

The questions of how few “Emergency 
Officers” were appointed to field grades 
(there are now only about 180 of such in 
the Army and their ages as com- 
pared to the lesser ages of the Old Reg- 
ulars, has been gone into thus fully to 
show the main cause of the “Hump.” Had 
more “Emergency Officers” of suitable age 
been appointed to field grades, and fewer 
“Old Regulars” of extreme youth been 
appointed to such grades, there would not 
be the present stagnation in promotion, the 
“Hump” would not have appeared The 
young men from the Old Regulars in the 
field grades block the older men below 
them, prevent them from ever being pro- 
moted under the present system. 

Promotion by years of service, with con- 
structive service given to the former 
“Emergency Officers” appointed to the 
Regular Army as of July 1, 1920, will do 
much to reduce the trouble. 

Shertly after the reorganization the 
“plucking” or elimination of certain offi- 
cers occurred, greatly hurting the morale 
of the Army. So as stated above there are 
now only about 180 former “Emergency 
Officers” in the Army in field grades, to 
represent the “suitable number in each 
grade” provided for in the Act. Approxi- 
mately twenty per cent of the Emergency 
Officers originally appointed in field grades 
as of July 1, 1920, have already been elim- 
inated for some cause. The exact figures 
are not available to show what percentage 
of “plucking” or eliminating was done 
amongst Emergency Officers and what 
amongst “Old Regulars.” Such a study and 
date would be interesting and instructive. 

Next the Pay Act fixes it so that prac- 
tically none of the “Emergency Officers” in 
field grades can ever get in a higher pe- 
riod, unless allowed some constructive serv- 
ice as in this preposed bill. They were 
compelled to be so old when they entered 
that they will be retired by age before 
they can serve enough years to be ad- 
vanced toe a higher pay period or promoted.

There were established and created in 
several instances these “blocks” of older 
officers against the “Emergency Majors” 
by bringing into the promotion list Philip- 
pine Scout Officers, who were captains and 
arbitrarily creating them majors. About 
the time this was done the Judge Advocate 
General and the Attorney General had both 
held that Scout Captains could not be pro- 
moted to majors, so could not be put on 
the promotion list as majors. See opinion 
Attorney General (manuscript) March 28, 
1°22, quoted in Digest of Opinions of Judge 
pages 84-85.

But tne incorrect promotion list could 
have been rearranged. the Philippine Scout 
Majors taken out, and the Emergency 
Majors placed up the list until lawfully 
blocked by a former Regular Old Army 
Major of older age, as the law pre sided 
could be done and the study states was 
done or intended. 

There are other places on the Promo- 
tion List where Emergency Officers are 
blocked by Regulars fifteen years younger. 
Seme of the Emergency Officers were 
pushed down and lost approximately 400 
files by this bringing in of Philippine Scout 
Majors to act as such “blocks.”

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Army Mutual Aid Reports 
HE Executive Committee of the Army 
Mutual Aid Association has decided 

that a plan of paid-up insurance should 

be allowed so that members whose in- 
comes may be reduced or whose need for 
carrying has lessened could 
stop premium payments and have paid- 


insurance 


up policies in proportion to what they 
have paid into the Association. The 
Exegutive Committee has appointed a 
special committee to study the matter of 
cash surrender privileges also. The 
Committee is quite unanimous in the 
opinion that such privileges should be 
allowed when it is to the advantage of 
members and their faniilies. 

A check-up of the Army Mutual’s 
standing at the end of the first half of 
the current business year has been made 
and it is felt that the members of the 
Association should be informed of the 
status of affairs. . 

A mortality of but 17 for the first 
half of the year was a lower rate than 
average. The increase in memberships 
including pending applications was partic- 
ularly gratifying, being 600, making the 
total number of memberships now over 
5,700. The assets of the Association are 
nearly $1,300,000 showing an increase of 
over $200,000 since January 1. The ages 
of members are varied and the average 
age of present members is only 40 years. 

One surprising feature observed was 
the fact that 50 applicants for member- 
ship during the present year were re- 
jected on account of their physical con- 
ditions. From this it appears that the 
Executive Committee is fully alive to 
the advantage of securing only desirable 
risks.

Summerall Addresses Legion 


GTRESSING the necessity of Federal 

provision for national defense and 
pointing out the value of Legion cooper- 
ation in securing adequate preparedness, 
Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall, U. S. A., 
Chief of Staff, yesterday in an address to 
the Vermont Convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion at Bellows Falls, Vt., urged 
his hearers to carry on the educational 
work which the Legion is doing in this 
respect. He said in part: 

The extent to which we have carried the 
reductions in our regular military estab- 
lishment, both in personnel and war sup- 
plies, is probably not generally understood. 
Our enlisted personnel, exclusive of Philip- 
pine Scouts, now aggregates but 118,750 
men. Of these about 30,000 are absorbed 
by the garrisons of our overseas defenses, 
leaving in the continental United States 
less than 90,000 regular troops, or about 
one soldier to each 1,300 of our population. 

Of this small force a large portion must 
be employed in the maintenance of ar- 
senals, depots, and other similar utilities, 
in the conduct of our military schools, in 
manning our coast fortifications, and in 
the instruction of civilian elements of the 
Army. In consequence the entire mobile 
combat force which would be immediately 
available to our Federal Government in 
an emergency would comprise less than 
40,000 men. How slender appears the basis 
of that support when we recall that our 
great country contains an area of over 
3,000,000 square miles and a population of 
117,000,000! 





Army Seeks College Fund 
FStiMATES totaling $100,000 are in- 
cluded in the 1929 financial program 
of the United States Army for the enlist- 
ment and training of 250 college stud- 
ents during the fiscal year 1928-29. 
Under the Act of Congress, 
June, 1926, the Secretary of War “is au- 
thorized, in his descretion, to detail not 
to exceed one half of one per cent of the 
enlisted men of the Regular Army in any 
one fiscal year as students at such tech- 
nical, professional, and other educational 
institutions—as shall be best suited to 
enable such enlisted men to acquire a 
knowledge of the specialties in which it 
that they perfect

Estimates for this purpose were sub- 
mitted to the Budget for approval for 
the fiscal year 1928 in the amount of 
$78,797 to care for 100 men but were dis- 
approved by the Budget. The item was 
re-instated in the Appropriations Bill by 
the Senate but was again stricken out 
in the ensuing conference between the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 

The idea of the War Department is to 
train men for Industrial Procurement 
and Mobilization purposes by selecting 
students who have completed three years 
of their college course and offering them 
the opportunity of special training, with 
pay, as outlined in the following pro- 
gram: 

(1) Enlist the students selected for a 
period of 18 months. 

(2) They will serve their first three 
months during July, August and Sep- 
tember of their junior year at college at 
Fort Washington, Md., undergoing a 
course of military training. 

(3) They will be detailed, 
commutation status, to complete 
college course during the next 
months, Oct. 1 to June 30. 

(4) Upon graduation they will again 
go to Fort Washington for Post-Gradu- 
ate course in military industrial procure- 
ment which will last for six months and 
will be based upon the curriculum of the 
Army Industrial College. 

(5) Upon expiration of enlistment 
such students will receive commission as 
2nd lieutenant in the Reserve Corps and 
will be assisted in securing a position in 
the industry for which they are educa- 
tionally trained and fitted. 

If this program can be put into effect 
it is the purpose of the War Department 
to gradually work toward a basis of 
securing 400 such students per year and 
in this way will be enabled to build up 
an invaluable reserve of Army trained 
industrial engineers. 

It is pointed out that these enlistments 
will in no way interfere with the regu- 
lar college career of the men involved 
and will actually aid such students in 
becoming self-supporting during their 
senior year and provide a practically as- 
sured position in civil life upon gradua- 
tion. 

This entire plan has been sponsored 
and actively backed by Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Hanford MacNider.

General Weigel Retires 
THE retirement of Maj. Gen. William 

Weigel, U. S. A., on Aug. 25 took 
from the active list of the Army an offi- 
cer who has seen extensive service and 
has a distinguished record. General 
Weigel was born in New Brunswick, 
N. J., in 1860 and was graduated from 
the Military Academy in 1887. As a 
second lieutenant he served on the Ca- 
nadian border and then in _ Arizona, 
where he participated in the last of the 
Apache and Navajo Indian Campaigns, 
commanding Apache Indian Scouts as 
well as his company. He took part in 
the Cuban Occupation until he joined his 
regiment, the 11th U. S. Infantry, in 
1899. 

During the World Wax he participated 
in the followin, campaigns and battles: 
Champagne-Marne, Aisne-Marne, Oisne- 
Aisne, Meuse-Argonne, and Defensive 
Sector of Faute-Alsace. He was thrice 
cited for bravery by the French Govern- 
ment, awardc' the Croix de Guerre with 
three palms and created Commander of 
the Legion of Honor of France.

SPECULATION ON FECHET’S ASSISTANT POPULAR. 

*ELECTING the new Assistant Chief of Air Corps is becoming a regular habit 
‘7 wherever and whenever a group of airmen gather for a little chat. Almost any- 
one whom it is possible to name in connection with the coming appointment seems 
to have been mentioned at one time or another and various reasons are always 
freely given why such and such an officer should or should not be selected for the 
post. 
In a recent issue of the Army and Navy Journal the names of Lt. Cols. Danforth 
and Foulois were given mention by reason of the fact that these two officers are at 
present leading the “race” in the speculation Which is going the rounds, but subse- 
quest developments point just as strongly to Lt. Col. Roy C. Kirtland, who is at 
present serving with the General Staff in G-1. 

Colonel Kirtland’s many friends advance the argument that he is the only 
logical choice for the position in view of the fact that he is not only one of very few 
“original” Army aviators left in the Service, but has had experience and contacts 
with other branches of the Army which will prove invaluable to the Air Corps if 
he should be selected. 

Definite announcement of the War Department’s selection is expected in the 
very near future, as it has been hinted that only the final approval of Secretary Davis 
is being awaited. : 





CITATION STAR STATUS UNDER STUDY. 
( ‘ONSIDERABLE secrecy is being thrown about a study which is now being made 
‘ by the General Staff regarding the status of the Citation Star, authorized in 
Par. 10, AR 600-45, which has in some cases been entered in the Official Army Regis- 
ter for 1927 as W. D. C. 

Since the Adjutant General has stated that only citations appearing in War 
Department or A. E. F. Headquarters are to be shown in the Register considerable 
interest has been aroused as to whether it is the intent of the War Department to 
have citations issued by divisional headquarters considered on a lesser scale. 

It is understood that the Department is now considering the advisability of 
allowing all silver star citations, for which an order is on file in the office of the A. G., 
to be shown in the Register under one caption. In the opinion of many officers this 
appears to be a more equitable arrangement and, it is felt, would tend to avoid any 
unnecessary discrimination. An announcement of the War Department decision on 
this matter is expected to be issued shortly. 

WAGES IN NAVY AND MERCHANT SERVICE COMPARED. 
NENT the arguments presented in recent editions of the Army and Navy Journal 
on the subject of pay for the Navy, the following figures are illuminating as 
illustrating at how much lower cost the services of officers of the Navy are secured 
as compared to the Merchant Service. They show the low wages on Navy, ships as 
off-set by those paid by one of the premier American steamship companies running 
ships in the intercoastal trade. 

U. S. Destroyer, horse power 28,500, wages chief engineer, per month, $271; 
wages assistant engineer, per month, $183; total cost to the government, per month, 
$454; maintaining 28,500 horse power in readiness for war; cost to the government 
per horse power per month, .0159. 

Typical American steamer, horse power 5,000, wages chief engineer, per month, 
$295; wages first assistant, per month, $185; wages second assistant, per month, 
$160; wages third assistant, per month, $135; wages fourth assistant, per month, 
$125; total wages per month, engineer officers’, $900; cost to the American Steam- 
ship Company per horse power, per month, .18. 





INFANTRY RESERVE TRAINING CHANGE ADVOCATED. 

T is understood that there is a proposition under consideration to bring about, if 
possible, a radical change in the instruction of the Infantry Reserves in the 2d 
Corps Area. It present the various regiments of Reserve officers are, as a rule, sent 
to camp separately on various dates, and at various camps. Under this system it is 
claimed there is not the desired coordination and advance in instruction there 
should be, and it is advocated that if brigade or division camps were held, instead 
of regimental camps as now, there would be more coordination and better results. 

To effect brigade or division camps, it has been suggested that the camps in 
the southern part of the 2d Corps Area ke confined to Camp Upton, N. Y., and 
Camp Dix, N. J. 

There are some officers however who do not believe that these particular camp 
sites would be as propular with Reserve officers as camps near the sea shore, or 
Pine Camp, New York. 

Ii a brigade camp is desired on Long island, a site at Montauk where bathing 
facilities are available, would be far preferable to Camp Upton, some officers state. 
The New Jersey camp ground at Sea Girt, is also advocated by many Reserve 
officers, instead of Camp Dix. 





GOVERNORS ISLAND LOOKS FOR HOUSING RELIEF. 

QCPFFICERS on Governors Island, N. Y., as well as enlisted men are anxiously 

looking forward to the time when work will commence en new barracks, and 
other buildings for which Congress has granted an appropriation. Plans for some 
of the buildings it is understood have been prepared, and others are in course of 
preparation. It is realized that the present appropriation will only scratch the sur- 
face as to what is needed, but the personnel on the Island is thankful that after so 
many years of weary waiting, some habitable quarters are at last in sight, although 
it may be late next year at the earliest before any of the new buildings are ready. 

The headquarters building of the 2nd Corps Area, and the office of the Post 
Commandant, are a disgrace to any Army post it is pointed out, and also the various 
other office buildings occupied by officers and clerks of the various branches of the 
Service. “If there is any one post of the Army that ought to have habitable re- 
spectable looking buildings,” said an officer, “it is Governors Island, right at the 
gateway of the great city of New York, and in plain view of millions of visitors 
yearly, who pass the Island from abroad, and from our home States. 

“The Island viewed from the decks of harbor and ocean passenger steamers, 
which all pass on its westerly side, looks like a vast junk heap, with a long row of 
dilapidated rusty war time store shacks, falling apart in numerous cases, and eaten 
with iron rust. 

“The store houses on the north water front of the Island, are in equally bad 
repair, and are falling apart gradually. Millions of dollars worth of valuable Army 
supplies of various sorts, are jepoardized in these store houses, and there is not one 
building on the entire Island fit to store Government property in. 

“The shacks where some of the married N. C. O., and ‘their families, have to 
live in and the habitations of some other enlisted men, are decaying -tumbledown 
temporary wooden buildings, which are like a blast furnace in summer, and an ice 
house in winter. There is also great room for improvement in some of the quarters 
for officers, Some of the old wooden houses, are tumbling down, and need replac- 
ing with modern structures. The station hospital is an old wooden building, a verit- 
able fire trap.”

A. T. Church, who has been aid and fleet 
material officer with Admiral C. F. Hughes, is to take command of the Post Gradu- 
ate School at Annapolis; Capt. Ernest Friedrick goes as Captain of the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, relieving Capt. H. W. Osterhaus who will command the Richmond; 
Capt. F. R. McCrary goes from the Air Squadrons, Battle Fleet, to command the 
Naval Air Station, San Diego, Calif., relieving Capt. S. R. H. Doyle who is to com- 
mand the Trenton; Capt. A. H. Rice, who has been on duty at Harvard University, 
is ordered to duty at the Naval Observatory and Capt. N. E. Nichols goes from the 
Naval Examining Board to the Reserve Section, Bureau of Navigation. 

In the Navy Medical Corps, the following changes have been recommended 
by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery: Comdrs. J. B. Helm to the Gardin Na- 
cional in Nicaragua; G. L. Wickes to Navy Recruiting Station, New Haven, Conn.; 

F. W. Ryan to the Naval Hospital, 
Mare Island, and Lt. Comdr. M. D. Willcutts to the U. S. S. Relief. 

QUARTERMASTER ASSIGNMENT IS INNOVATION.

have recently occurred and it is interesting to note that three of these changes 
involve an innovation in Army assignments. Captains John R. Holt, Wm. C. Ma- 
honey and Lt. Robert H. Wylie have been relieved from their respective duties at 
Fort Jay, Camp Holabird, and the 4th Motor Repair Battalion and assigned to 
duty with the Navy. Captain Holt goes to the Navy Yard, Philadelphia; Captain 
Mahoney to the Norfolk Navy Yard, and Lt. Wylie to the Navy Yard at Mare 
Island, Cal. , 

Under a new policy these three officers are the first of several who will be as- 
signed to various Navy Yards, from time to time, in order to familiarize theme- 
selves and make a study of the repair and maintenance of vesseis. This is being 
done so as to enable the Army to efficiently supervise the overhaul, maintenance 
and revair of their own Transport Service.

Warrant Pay Discussed. 

HE effort of the Navy warrant offi- 

cers to regain the pay status ac. 
corded them prior to the passage of the 
1922 Pay Act is being much discussed by 
American Legionnaires. An influential 
member of the Legion who held high 
rank during the War in a recent state. 
ment before a Legion Committee said: 


On numerous occasions, in formal com. 
munications to Congress, the Navy Depart- 
ment has said that the Joint Service Pay 
Act treated this group of officers unfairly 
and promised that it would approve of 
measures for their relief. While there js 
some disturbing evidence to the contrary, 
it is inconceivable that the Department 
will not support the Johnson-Norbeck Bill 
in the coming Congress. It is true that 
although the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation who recently retired had placed him- 
self on record before Congress as recog. 
nizing the discrimination against these of. 
ficers and strongly favoring counting all 
their service for pay purposes, neverthe- 
less just before retirement he advised the 
Secretary to recommend disapproval of 
these very provisions on the ground that 
pay should follow rank and relative re- 
sponsibility. It is inconceivable that the 
Department will go back on its promises, 
In no less than six formal communications 
to the Committees it has promised to ap- 
prove of legislation that would remove the 
dliscrimination and permit these officers to 
count all their service. It must be remem- 
bered also that when the Service Pay Bill 
was in the making, the Department went on 
record giving express approval to the car- 
dinal principles upon which that Bill was 
framed, namely: (a) It favored the officer 
with family dependents; (b) it greatly fa- 
vored length of service rather than rank, 
the Committees saying, with the Departe 
ment approving, that “It is not the 
shoulder straps that count, but the length 
of service that the officer has given to his 
country that wiil increase his pay instead 
of rank.” These favorite factors—long serv- 
ice, age, experience, family dependents 
though possessed by the Commissioned 
Warrant officers in an exceptional degree, 
were denied application to them. The De- 
partment cannot Pa itself to be placed 
in the position of disapproving legislation 
for the relief of these men, and the Legion 
will stand squarely back of the effort to 
se that justice is done them.

THIS IS OUR birthday anniversary. With this issue, we enter upon our sixty- 

fifth year. Where Ponce de Leon failed, we have succeeded; for never were our 
veins filled with the elixir of youth as they are today. We joy in battling for the 
National Defense. To promote the interests of the Services to that end is our 
single purpose. We find keen satisfaction in the way the Services are giving us 
their support. We are grateful for the backing we are receiving outside the Services. 
We thank the Daily Press generally for its friendly treatment of our point of view. 
In fact, we are so happy over the consideration which everyone, including our con- 
stantly growing family of advertisers, is showing us that we are wearing a smile 
that stretches from ear to ear, and are radiating our appreciation to the four 
corners of the globe. 


E ARE RECITING in this issue, as modestly as we can, a few of the many 

things we have accomplished during the past year and in previous years of the 
Journal’s active life. We hold such a report to be of definite value, for we regard 
our subscribers as our stockholders, and it is due them that they should know 
of the progress we have made. They should know, also what we plan for the 
coming year, and, as far as humanly possible, we will forecast what we have in 
mind. We intend to publish all the news and to do so in advance of any other 
publication. That we have done, that we will continue to do. Every week we have 
been running a box setting forth the items we published in the preceding issue, and 
which appeared in no other publication. It has been interesting to note the 
way the Daily Press and other publications have picked up our “scoops;” at least 
we have received numerous letters from our friends pointing out the fact with a 
glee which arouses our pride. 


S° YOU CAN EXPECT the Journal to give the news. Then we will simultane- 

ously direct our efforts to obtain from the President and the Congress adequate 
appropriations for the efficient support of the Services. We not only will oppose 
a cut in the Army, but will insist on its increase, and urge ample funds for the 
training of the National Guard and the Reserves. We will press for substantial 
appropriations for the Air forces of land and sea. We will insistently demand 
a minimum of Navy equality. We will fight vigorously promotion schemes in- 
jurious to the Services, and because of their present imminence especially any affect- 
ing the Army, and will back with all our power legislation which will advance the 
interests of the Services in this respect. The mere recital of these aims will show 
how vitally essential to the defense forces is a paper like the Journal, which has no 
strings tied to it and which is animated solely by a desire to serve. Help us to 
nake good our efforts! 


Ts TERSE STATEMENT, contained in the report of the Joint Board, the text 
of which we publish elsewhere in our columns, has a wealth of meaning which the 
whole country should realize: 

“Common Mission of Army and Navy: Conjointly and in cooperation to defend 
the territory of the United States against all enemies foreign or domestic; to 
protect and promote the interests and policies of the United States at home and 
abroad, in peace and war.” 

That statement is capable of indefinite expansion, but in itself it presents the 
whole reason for the existence of the Services. It contains no hint of conquest; 
in fact its purpose is plainly declared to be to guard “the territory of the United 
States,” which means the domain we now possess. It announces our determination 
to protect and promote our interests and policies, in peace and in war, at home and 
abroad, Our interests are vast, including as they do, hundreds of billions of wealth, 
billions of trade, and such strategic establishments as the Panama Canal. Our pol- 
icies are vital to the welfare of the people, covering as they do the Monroe Doc- 
trine, the Open Door and the Integrity of China, the development of our merchant 
marine, and the promotion of our commerce. 


ii IS A TREMENDOUS task placed upon the shoulders of the Services, a task for 

which they are inadequately numbered. Think of it! Our Army, including the 
Air Corps, is limited by appropriations to 125,000 men. The Navy, which the poli- 
ticians fondly hoped would be on an equality with that of Great Britain and Japan 
as a result of the Washington Conference, is now known to be below them in 
strength. An additional twenty-five thousand men for the Army would enable an 
adequate force to be available for home defense and the proper garrisoning of 
overseas possessions. Twenty-two 10,000-ton cruisers, a few more aircraft carriers 
and fleet submarines would assure the establishment of the Fleet at the point where 
it could meet on equal terms any single enemy upon the seas. Surely, it is not asking 
too much from the President and the Congress to make these necessary provisions. 
In this way, peace will continue to énable the United States to move forward in 
the path of prosperity and general welfare.

JXDEPENDENT RECRUITING by the Services is to be continued. Investigation 

by the Bureau of the Budget has disclosed that the present system, under which 
each arm of the National Defense obtains its own recruits, is more desirable and 
efficient than the suggested plan of having combined recruiting offices throughout the 
country. The report of the Director of the Bureau includes this statement: 

“In a preliminary investigation of the coordination of Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps recruiting, it was discovered that, though some conservation in the use of per- 
sonnel and in the expenditure of public funds might be effected by such coordination, 
the resultant confusion and disruption in the recruiting services as at present or- 
ganized would more than offset the anticipated economies and would eliminate the 
healthy competition now existing. between the three Services.” 

It is a wise decision which General Lord has made.

CHAPTER L 
Policy as to Respective Functions of the 
Army and Navy. 

1 The following policy has been ap- 
proved by The Joint Board, the Secretary 
of War, and the Secretary of the Navy, 
and is published for information and guid- 
ance 

I. Purpose. 

2. The purpose of this statement of pol- 
ley is to distinguish between the functions 
of the Army and the Navy in such a man- 
ner as to establish an authoritative and 
adequate basis for development, planning, 
procurement, and training of each service; 
and for their guidance in joint operations 

il. Constitutional Basis. 

3. The Army and Navy are maintained 
to secure the objectives stated in the Pre- 
amble to the Constitution: * * * To insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the general wel- 
fare. a 

They are required by the national need 
for political and territorial security; for 
the support of our national policies; and 
for the assurance of the supply of mate- 
rials vital to the existence of the Nation. 

4. The Army and the Navy together 
constitute the military power of the Nation 
of which, under the Constitution, the Pres- 
ident is the Commander in Chief; therefore 
their acts derive authority from the direc- 
tion of the President, either expressed or 
implied, and are directed to a common end. 

ill. Common Mission of Army and Navy. 

5. Conjointly and in cooperation, to de- 
fend the territory of the United States 

1inst all enemies foreign or domestic; to 
protect and promote the interests and pol- 
icies of the United States at home and 
abroad, in peace and in war. 
1V. Demarcation Between Army and Navy. 

4 To accomplish the above mission, the 
Army performs functions that normally 
pertain to land operations; the Navy per- 
forms functions that normally pertain to 
sea operations. Land and sea operations 
each include air operations over those ele- 
ments. The President has the power to 
make exceptions to any general allocation 
of functions: and in some cases due to the 
nature of the forces available, the func- 
tions of one service may be temporarily 
performed by the other. The functions of 
the Army and Navy overlap in coastal 
operations and in joint overseas opera- 
tions. The principle that should guide 
operations is: 

Sea operations by the Army or land 
operations by the Navy are preper only 
when immediately auxiliary to the normal 
functions. 

V. General Functions of the Army. 

7. The general functions of the Army in 
time of peace are; (a) To provide for the 
land defense of continental United States 
and its overseas possessions; (b) to pro- 
tect the United States from internal dis- 
order or insurrection; (c) to make provi- 
sion for the expansion of the land forces 
to meet the needs ef a major war; (d) in 
exceptional cases, to furnish land forces 
for eccupation of fereign territory in pro- 
tection of the interests of the United 
States: (e) to defend permanent naval 
bases required to insure to the Navy free- 
dom of strategic action. 

8 The general functions of the Army in 
time of war are: (a) To conduct land 
operations in defense of United States ter- 
ritory: (b) to conduct land operations in 
hostile territory, when this involves an ad- 
vance of Army forces overseas such ad- 
vance is dependent upon the Navy; (c) to 
conduct land operations in support of the 
Navy for the establishment and defense of 
naval bases. 

Vi. General Functions of the Navy. 

9. The general functions of the Navy in 
time of peace are: (a) To safeguard the 
interests of the United States on the seas 
and in the territory of nations having ir- 
responsible governments; (b) to support 
the diplomatic policy of the United States: 
(c) to make provision for the expansion of 
the sea forces to meet the needs of a major 
war. 

10. The general functions of the Navy 
in time of war are: (a) To conduct sea 
operations in defense of United States ter- 
ritury and United States interests on the 
seat (b) to conduct sea operations directed 
toward the defeat of the enemy. These 
functions include: (c) To defeat or con- 
tain the enemy fleet; (d) to control vital 
sea communications by assuring safe pass- 
age to vessels supporting our effort and 
denying such passage to vessels support- 
ine the enemy; (e) te eontrol coastal zones 
and sea lanes; (f) to escort and support 
Army forees engaged in overseas opera- 
tions: (gy to establish and defend ad- 
vanced naval bases. 

Vil. General Functions of the Marine Corps. 

11. The general functions of the Marine 
Corps are, as an adjunct of the Navy, to 
provide and maintain forces: (a) lor land 





operations in support of the fleet for the 
initial seizure and defense of advanced 
bases and for such limited auxiliary land 
operations as are essential to the prosecu- 
tion of the naval campaign; (b) for emer- 
gency service in time of peace for protec- 
tion of the interests of the United States 
in foreign countries; (c) for Marine de- 
tachments on vessels of the fleet and for 
interior protection of naval shore stations 

12. As an adjunct of the Army, its gen- 
eral functions require the Marine Corps: 
(a) To perform such duties on land as the 
President may direct. 

Approved by the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy, October 19 
1926. 


CHAPTER If. 


The Coordination of Operations of the 
Army and the Navy. 
I. Coordination—Conditions Affecting 
Methods Of. 


1 The method of coordination to be | 


employed to make effective the conduct of 


operations of forces of the Army and the | 


Navy is dependent upon such factors as 
the geographical location of the theaters 
of operations, the character and relative 
strength of enemy forces, and the conse- 
quent nature of the contemplated opera- 
tions 


2. Under conditions which require no | 


combined operations coordination is ef- 
fected by the joint approval by the War 
and Navy Departments of the missions 
assigned to the Army and the Navy in the 
independent war plans of the respective 
departments. 

Under conditions which require com- 
bined operations coordination is effected 
under the principle of paramount interest, 
or under the principle of unity of com- 
mand. 

Il. Coordination Under the Principle of 
Paramount Interest. 

4. Under the principle of paramount in- 
terest, authority and responsibility for the 
coordination are vested in the commander 
of the force whose function and require- 
ments are, at the time, of the greater im- 
portance. 

5. In the exercise of coordination under 
this principle: (a) The commander of the 
force of the service having paramount in- 
terest is authorized and required to desig- 
nate the missions of the Army force and 
the Navy force participating; (b) the com- 
mander of the force of the service not hav- 
ing paramount interest is required to exe- 
cute the mission assigned by the com- 
mander of the other service and to sub- 
ordinate the operations of his own com- 
mand to those of the commander having 
the paramount interest. In executing such 
mission the commander occupying the sub- 
ordinate status does not yield the actual 
command of his force. He shall, however, 
be held responsible by the next higher 
commander of his own service for the 
proper subordination of his activities to 
those of the commander having paramount 
interest; (c) the assignment of paramount 
interest to one service in a joint operation 
does not confer paramount interest upon 
that service in all subordinate operations 
thereunder. The senior officer of the serv- 
ice having paramount interest in the main 
operation shall designate the service to 
have paramount interest in subordinate 
operations as far as the necessity for this 
designation can be foreseen. In subordi- 
nate or local operations in which para- 
mount interest has not been assigned it 
shall be determined by the senior officer 
present of the service which has para- 
mount interest in the operation to which 
the local operation is immediately sub- 
ordinate. 

HI. Coordination by the Exercise of Unity 
of Command. 

6. The President under his constitutional 
authority as Commander in Chief may 
delegate his authority, in so far as con- 
cerns the exercise of command over forces 
engaged in joint operations, by the ap- 
pointment of either an Army or naval offi- 
cer to exercise such command. 

7. Unity of command embraces the re- 
sponsibility for, and the power to direct, 
operations of forces of the Army and Navy 
having a common mission. 

8. Where the magnitude and character 
of the operations warrant, a commander 
exercising unity of command shall have a 
headquarters separate and distinct from 
those of the commanders of the forces of 
the two services, and shall deal with these 
forces as coordinate elements of his com- 
mand. 

9. Unity of command empowers the 
commander to coordinate the operations of 
the forces of both services assigned to his 
command by the organization of task 
forces, the assignment of missions, the 
designation of objectives, and the provision 
of logistic support; and to exercise control 
during the progress of the operations to 
insure the most effective effort toward the 
accomplishment of the common mission. 

10. Unity of command does not contem- 
plate the issue by the commander of in- 
structions as to dispositions for, or meth- 
ods of, operation in the accomplishment of 
missions assigned solely to forces of the 
service to which the commander does not 
belong, nor control of the administration, 
discipline, or technique of the operations 
of such forces. 

ll. The appointment of a commander 
authorized to exercise unity of command 
as the deputy of the President carries with 
it the power, whenever in the opinion of 
such officer such action is necessary, fur- 
ther to delegate this authority by appoint- 
ing a subordinate commander, either Army 
or Navy, to exercise unity of command 
over task forces organized within his com- 
mand, or to coordinate the operations of 
these forces under the principle of para- 
mount interest 
1V. Joint War Plans to State Method of 

Coordinaton. 

12. Kach wav plan shall prescribe for 
each phase of the campaign the method of 
coordination between the forces of the 














Army and the Navy which is to be em- 
ployed. Where coordination under the 
principle of paramount interest is directed, 
the plan will state which service has the 
paramount interest. Where unity of com- 
mand is specified, the plan will state 
whether an Army officer or a Navy officer 
is to be designated to exercise such com- 
mand. 

Approved by the Secretary of the Navy, 
December 4, 1926, and by the Secretary of 
War December 8, 1926. 

CHAPTER IIL. 
Functions of Army and Navy Air Com- 
ponents. 
lL. Purpose. 

1. The purpose of this siatement of the 
functions of the air components of the 
Army and the-Navy is to establish an au- 
thoritative and adequate policy for the de- 
velopment, planning, procurement, and 
training of the air components of each 
service and for the guidance of Army and 
Navy commanders in operations involving 
air components. 

Il. General Functions. 

2. It is the general function of Army 
and Navy air components, respectively, to 
conduct the air operations derived from 
the approved respective functions of the 
Army and Navy stated in “Policy as to 
Funetions of the Army and Navy.” Un- 
der this policy: (a) The air component of 
the Army conducts air operations over the 
iand and such air operations over the sea 
as are incident to the accomplishment of 
Army functions; (b) the air component of 
the Navy conducts air operations over the 
sea and such air operations over the land 
as are incident to the accomplishment of 
Navy functions. 

3. Aireraft by their nature are cupable 
to a degree, dependent upon their design 
and upon the skill and training of their 
personnel, of performing either Army or 
Navy air functions, and available air 
strength should be used to the best advan- 
tage by either service in support of the 
other. 

4. Army aircraft may temporarily exe- 
cute Navy functions in suppert of or in 
lieu of Navy forces. Conversely. Navy air- 
craft may temporarily execute Army func- 
tions under like conditions. 

ll. Primary Functions. 

5. The air component of each service 
has 2 primary function to which its prin- 
cipal efforts are to be directed, both in 
peace and in war. 

6. These primary functions are: (a) 
Army air component to operate as an arm 
of the mobile Army: (b) Navy air com- 
ponent to operate as an arm of the fleet. 

V. Secondary Functions. 

7. Secondary functions of the air com- 
ponent of the Army are: (a) Air opera- 
tions in connection with the local defense 
ot cities. important harbors, munition 
plants, or other fixed installations, in 
United States territory; (b) air operations 
in support of or in lieu of naval forces. 

8&8 Secondary functions of the air com- 
ponent of the Navy’are: (a) Air opera- 
tions in support of local naval defense 
forces operating for the protection of lines 
of sea communications and coastal zones 
against attacks by hostile submarines and 
surface raiders; (b) air operations in sup- 
port of or in lieu of Army forces. 

V. Marine Corps Air Component. 

9. The Marine Corps air component is 
a part of the Navy air component and its 
function is to operate as a part of the 
naval air component, particularly in oper- 
ations incident to Marine Corps functions, 
for which operations the Navy may pro- 
vide land-based aircraft. 

VL. Provisions to Minimize Duplication. 

19. The functions assigned in sections 
Ill and LV to the Army air component re- 
quire the Army to provide and maintain all 
types of aircraft primarily designed and 
used for operations of the Army in the in- 
terior or in repelling developed attacks on 
our coast, or in defense against air raids 
directed at shore objectives or at shipping 
within our harbors. 

11. The functions assigned in sections 
III and IV to the Navy air component re- 
quire the Navy to provide and maintain 
all types of aircraft primarily designed 
and ordinarily used in operations from air- 
eraft carriers or other vessels, or based on 
aircraft tenders, or for operations from 
shore bases for oversea scouting, and for 
the observation and patrol of sea commu- 
nications and their defense against raids. 

12. To avoid duplication in peace-time 
procurement, the Navy's land-based air- 
eraft procured for the conduct of the sec- 
ondary functions of naval air component 
will be limited to those primarily designed 
and ordinarily used for scouting and pa- 
trolling over the sea. The Army will not 


“that can 


provide such aircraft at points within the 
normal operating radius of a place where 
the Navy has provided them in numbers 
sufficient to meet Army peace-time re- 
quirements, or where the Navy will so 
provide them at the request of the Secre- 
tary of War. These restrictions on peace. 
time procurement are not to be construed 
to debar aircraft of either service from 
using any weapon that they can carry or 
to preclude the use in war of any aircraft 
made available. 

13. Projects of the Army and Navy re- 
lating to their respective air components, 
including estimates for appropriations, 
shall, in peace time, with a view to insur- 
ing the minimum of overlap and duplica- 
tion, be considered by the Aeronautical 
Board prior to being used as a basis for 
action. 

VII. Ceordination of Air Uperations. 

14 When a situation develops in which 
a force of one service can support by aire 
craft only. a force of the service having 
paramount interest in the particular oper- 
ation, unity of command for the conduct 
of the participating air forces shall be im- 
mediately vested in the commander of the 
force to be supported. 

15. When air units of the Arm 
Navy are combined into one task force for 
the accomplishment of a common mission, 
the commander assigning the mission shall 
designate an officer to exercise unity of 
command over such task force during the 
conduct of the operation. 

Approved by the Secretary of the Navy, 
December 4, 1926, and by the Secretary of 
War, December &, 1926. 

; CHAPTER IV. 
Further Consideration as to Joint Opera- 


and the 


tions. 


I. Contents. 

1. The preceding chapters have laid 
down the “Policy as to Respective Funce 
tions of the Army and the Navy,” “The 
Coordination of Operations of the Army 
and the Navy,” and “The Functions of the 
Army and the Navy Air Components.” 
This chapter is devoted to the application 
of the preceding chapters to specific joint 
operations and to an enumeration of the 
tasks of the Army and of the Navy under 
the several types of joint operations 

Wl. Types of Operations Requiring 
Ceordination. 

2. Cvordination in the employment of 
forces of the Army and the Navy is ree 
quired in independent operations of a spee 
cial character and in all classes of joint 
operations. (a) Independent operations.— 
Independent operations of forces of the 
Army and of the Navy within the same or 
strategically interdependent theaters of 
operations, which, though tactical support 
of the major forces of one service by the 
major forces of the other is impossible, 
may require coordination in time or in the 
assignment of missions and objectives. In 
operations of this type, the necessary co- 
ordination will be effected by provisions 
contained in a Joint Army and Navy War 
Plan; or by the mutual approval of mis- 
sions assigned to the respective forces by 
separate war plans of the War and Navy 
Departments. (b) Joint operations.—Oper- 
ations, usually requiring tactical coordinae 
tion, conducted by forces of the Army and 
of the Navy for the accomplishment of a 
common mission. 

1lf. Classes of Joint Operations. 

3. Joint operations may be generally 
classed as follows: (a) Joint overseas 
movements: (b) landing attacks against 
shore objectives; (c) attacks against a 
shore objective by land and sea; (d) coast 
defense: (e) special situations where 
Army forces operate with Navy forces te 
accomplish a mission (task) which is nore 
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mally a function of the Navy, and vice 

versa. 

IV. Tasks of Army and Navy Forces in 
Joint Operations. 

4. The normal tasks of the Army and 
Navy enumerated below are to serve as 
guides in the planning and execution of 
operations in which Army and Navy forces 
jointly participate. This statement of 
tasks also indicates in which service au- 
thority for coordination should be vested 
for various forms of joint operations. The 
tusks enumerated are derived from “Policy 
as to the Respective Functions of the 
Army and the Navy,” and from the pres- 
ent general policies of the two services. 

V. Joint Overseas Movements. 

5. The normal Army tasks in joint over- 
seas movements are: (a) To provide and 
operate all vessels for the Army, except 
when naval opposition by the enemy is to 
be expected; (b) to assemble the Army 
troops, together with their equipment and 
supplies, at designated ports of embarka- 
tion; (c) to provide and operate the Army 
ports of embarkation; (d) to load trans- 
ports provided by the Navy for the trans- 
portation of Army personnel, equipment 
and supplies, subject to Navy approval as 
to stability of vessels: (e) to load in readi- 
ness for operation such aircraft, or an 
armament that can be made available to 
assist the Navy during the Movement at 
sea, or in landing operations; (f) to or- 
ganize and operate shore installations used 
primarily for debarkation of Army per- 
sonnel, equipment and supplies. 

6. The normal Navy tasks in joint over- 
seas movements are: (1) To maintain sea 
lines of communication. (2) When naval 
opposition by the enemy is to be expected: 
(a) To procure, man, equip, and operate 
the vessels necessary to transport Army 
personnel, equipment and supplies; (b) to 
assemble the necessary transports at des- 
ignated embarkation ports at the times 
specified by the commander of the port of 
embarkation; (c) to provide for security 
of transports at sea; (d) to provide in out- 
lying ports means for the embarkation or 
debarkation of Army troops, equipment 
and supplies, when such means cannot be 
provided or obtained by the Army. 

VI. Landing Attacks Against Shore 
Objectives. 

7. The normal Army tasks in landing 
attacks initiated on the sea and directed 
against objectives are: (1) The deployment 
into boats used for landing and operated 
by the Navy; (2) the delivery of rifle and 
machine gun fire from landing boats, ex- 
cept from such machine guns as are parts 
of the naval equipment of the boats; (3) 
the deployment from the landing boats and 
the gaining of a foothold on shore: (4) 
the organization of a defensive beach 
head; (5) the organization and conduct of 
operations to extend the beach head: (6) 
the conduct of operations beyond the beach 
head for the accomplishment of the mis- 
sion 

8 The normal Navy tasks in joint at- 
tacks initiated on the sea and directed 
against shore objectives are: (a) Naval 
forces.—(1) To provide adequate recon- 
naissance; (2) to provide the defense 
against enemy naval forces during landing 
operations; (3) to provide, man, equip, 
and operate the small craft required for 
landing operations: (4) to cover the land- 
ing by mine sweeping, gunfire, aircraft, 
and screening operations; (5) to provide 
signal communication hetween ships and 
shore; (6) to organize and operate the 
necessary sea lines of communications for 
forces on shore. (b) Marine forces.—Ma- 
rines organized as landing forces perform 
the same functions as above stated for the 
Army, and because of the constant asso- 
ciation with naval units will be given spe- 
cial training in the conduct of landing 
operations. 

VIf. Attack Against a Shore Objective by 
Land and Sea. 

9. When Army forces participating in 
joint operations move overland, tactical co- 
ordination of the Army and Navy forces 
will be exercised when the forces of the 
two services approach the objective to 
within supporting distance of each other. 

VIII. Coast Defense. 

10. Hostile attacks against the coast 
may consist of major land operations of 
the nature of invasion executed in the ab- 
sence of our fleet in a distant theater, or 
in the event our fleet has been de¢ecated or 
contained; or of minor sea, land, and air 
operations of the nature of raids. The de- 
fense of the seacoast by the Army con- 
forms in principle to the conduct of any 
defensive operation. 

11. The general function of the Army in 
coast defense is te conduct land operations 
in defense of United States territory. 

12. The specific functions of the Army 
in coast defense are: (a). To provide and 
operate mobile forces for the defense of 
the coast; (b) to provide, maintain, and 
operate essential harbor defenses. 

13. The following tasks are auxiliary 
to these specific Army functions: (a) Pro- 
vide and operate or maintain: (1) Guns 
on land, both fixed and mobile, with nec- 
essary search lights, and fire-control in- 
stallations; (2) aircraft operating as an 
arm of the mobile army in general coast 
defense, in support of harbor defenses, or 
in offshore air operations in support of or 
in lieu of naval forces: (3) a communica- 
tion system among the elements of the 
land defense, with provision for the prompt 
exchange of information or instructions 
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with the Navy; (4) controlled mines and 
their appurtenances, including the vessels 
necessary for their installation and main- 
tenance; (5) a system of underwater lis- 
tening posts; (6) beach defense, together 
with vessels necessary for its installation, 
maintenance, and patrol; (7) fixed under- 
water obstructions in connection with con- 
trolled mine barrages. 

14. The general function of the Navy 
in coast defense is to conduct sea opera- 
tions in defense of United States territory 
and interests upon the sea. 

15. The specific func ..) of the fleet in 
defense of the coast are: (a) To defeat or 
contain the enemy fleet; (b) to control 
vital sea communications by denying pass- 
age to vessels supporting the enemy. 

16. The specific functions of the naval 
local defense forces are: (a) To control 
coastal zones and sea lanes; (b) to con- 
duct sea operations directed toward the 
defeat of any enemy force in the vicinity 
of the coast; (c) to support the Army in 
repelling attacks on coastal objectives. 

17. The following tasks are auxiliary to 
the specific functions of naval local de- 
fense forces: (a) Provide and operate; (1) 
A system of offshore scouting and patrol 
to give timely warning of an attack; (2) 
aircraft suitable for observation, patrolling, 
and scouting over the sea and for the pro- 
tection of lines of sea communication and 
coastal zones against attacks by hostile 
submarines and surface raiders; (3) a 
communication system among the ele- 
ments of the sea defense with provisions 
for the prompt exchange of information or 
instructions with the Army; (4) contact 
mines, nets and booms, including the ves- 
sels necessary for their installation and 
maintenance; (5) inshore patrols for the 
protection of mine fields and underwater 
constructions other than beach defenses, 
for the regulation and _ protection of 
friendly shipping in passage through de- 
fensive sea areas and through the coastal 
zone: and for the prevention of enemy 
mining and submarine operations; (6) un- 
derwater listening posts for naval use 
where this service cannot be obtained from 
Army listening posts; (7) through the 
Lighthouse Service, when turned over to 
the Navy, coastal lights, buoys, and aids 
to navigation, and to change them as nec- 
essary; (8) an information system through 
the Coast Guard stations when turned 
over to the Navy, and through lighthouses 
and light vessels; (9) necessary mine- 
sweeping vessels, (b) Provide and main- 
tain: (1) Suth fixed underwater obstruc- 
tions as are component parts of Navy 
barrages, including the vessels necessary 
for their installation and maintenance. (c) 
To operate gates through nets. (d) To 
conduct shipping through channels in mine 
fields or obstructions. 


1X. Coordination of Forces of the Army and 
the Navy in Coast Defense. 

18. Attacks on the coast may be made 
by an enemy moving on shore along the 
coast or in whole or in part from the sea. 
Against an enemy moving on shore along 
the coast the authority under paramount 
interest will be vested in the Army. In 
attacks made in part on shore along the 
coast and in part by sea, defense opera- 
tions of forces of the Army and the Navy 
will be conducted independently until the 
attacking forces approach so closely to the 
objective as to render coordination neces- 
sary, in which case, authority for coordi- 
nation will be vested in the Army. 

19. In operations against enemy forces 
approaching the coast on, under, or over 
the sea, paramount interest will be initially 
vested in the Navy. 

20. If our fleet is inferior to the enemy, 
it may be forced to operate on the strategi- 
cal defensive, and may, before engaging 
decisively, retire to a position within the 
operating radius of shore-based aircraft 
to obtain the support of such aircraft. 

21. It should be recognized that against 
an enemy approaching by sea, naval means 
will exercise a greater effect in coast de- 
fense than will Army means until the 
enemy has secured a position close enough 
in to threaten a given part of our coast. 
Up to this point naval action is likely to 
be most efficient if based on naval consid- 
erations exclusively. 

22. Even though the fleet may be pro- 
tecting the coast by strategically offensive 
operations at sea, there will still remain 
the possibility of sporadic raids made by 
enemy forces superior to local naval de- 
fense forces. 

23. When an attack upon a specific part 
of the coast becomes actually threatened, 
Army interests assume the greater im- 
portance. In such cases the local situa- 
tion may demand the subordination of the 
naval forces available locally to Army re- 
quirements of coast defense. Since the co- 
ordination which is required is tactical and 
tactical employment must necessarily be 
local, the exercise of authority by the 
Army under the principle of paramount 
interest extends over the area in which 
actual operations against shore objectives 
may take place. This area may extend 
only to the subsector or sector affected or 
may be of general scope, extending 
throughout the limits of a coastal frontier. 

24. In the application of the principle of 
paramount interest, it is assumed that the 
service which is assigned paramount in- 
terest has available forces suitable to the 
purpose of combating enemy attacks. It 
is the duty of available forces of the serv- 
ice not having paramount interest to sup- 
port the forces of the other service or to 
operate in lieu of such forces in their ab- 
sence, in which latter case paramount in- 
terest will pass to the forces so operating. 
X. Joint Organization for Coast Defense. 

25. To insure the effective coordination 
of Army and Navy forces employed in 
coast defense, there should be established, 
where practicable, coastal divisions with 
geographically coterminous boundaries 
within which an Army officer and a Naval 
officer will exercise command over the 





Aeronautical Notes 


Naval fighting planes will be equipped 
as amphibian planes with the ability to 
land and take off from either land or 
water if the hopes of the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics are realized in a design 
and contract competition, the details of 
which were announced by the Navy De- 
partment recently. 

Under rules and specifications included 
in the announcement made by the de- 
partment, the complete specifications and 
design, replete with two views of the 
plane, the assembly, float lines, stress 
analysis, without computations, are to 
be in the mail and addressed to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy by midnight Decem- 
ber 3, 1927. 

Together with the design the contest- 
ant may also submit bids for the con- 
tracting for the construction of 1, 3, 10, 
and 30 amphibian landing. gears accord- 
ing to his design complete with floats, 
wheels, tires, retreating mechanism and 
tail skid. : 

The winning design will be awarded by 
a board to be appointed by the Secretary 
of the Navy, the board to determine .the 
winner through the assignment of per- 
centages according to the following 
weights: 

Cost, 20; time of delivery, 5; design. 
45; ease of maintenance, 10; general 
cleanness of design, 10, and weight, 10; 
total, 100. 

What is believed to be the first am- 
phibian type plane ever equipped with 
an aircooled engine was delivered August 
24 to the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, 
D. C., for performance trials by the 
Flight Test Board of that Station. 

This plane was developed by the 
Loening Aeronautical Engineering Cor- 
poration, New York City, from the stand- 
ard amphibian. Installation of a Pratt 








Army forces and the Navy forces, respec- 
tively, assigned for the defense of these 
divisions. 

26. (a) These divisions will comprise 
coastal frontiers, sectors, and subsectors 
with harbor defenses included within the 
boundaries of subsectors or sectors. (b) 
The delimitation of divisions of the coast 
line, the assignment of planning represen- 
tatives of the commanders thereof, and 
the tentative allocation of forces for the 
defense of the various Coastal Frontiers 
will be made in a confidential document 
entitled “The Tentative Joint Organization 
for Coast Defense.” (c) In order to effect 
a parallel development in the Army and 
the Navy in coast defense and to facilitate 
joint planning, a planning representative 
will be designated for the Army comman- 
der and for the Navy commander of each 
coastal division. The planning and de- 
velopment chain of command in both the 
Army and the Navy will follow the same 
lines as ‘for combat. In selecting such 
planning representatives, officers will be 
selected who are located conveniently to 
the area to be defended and whose head- 
quarters have the personnel and other fa- 
cilities necessary for planning. 

27. Each specific war plan will provide 
for the organization of the defense of the 
land and coastal frontiers and will desig- 
nate theaters of operations and the forces 
to be employed therein. Divisions of au- 
thority and command will follow the same 
principles as those indicated above for 
“The Tentative Joint Organization for 
Coast Defense.” Actual limiting points 
and boundary lines between coastal divi- 
sions will be modified to the extent neces- 
sary to meet the needs of the situation 
assumed for the specific plan. The cover- 
ing forces and the initial concentrations 
made for frontier defense in each plan 
will be based on the protection of prob- 
able objectives of enemy attack, the pro- 
jected offensive operations and the com- 
bined use of Army and Navy forces. A 
flexible organization of frontiers is re- 
quired for tactical operations and the 
boundaries of coastal divisions may be 
changed in specific war plans or during 
the progress of operations. 

XI. Special Situation Requiring 
Coordination. 

28. There will arise special situations in 
which the forces of one service will be 
acting tactically with forces of the other 
service in operations, the character of 
which would normally make them a func- 
tion of but one service. These special sit- 
uations would include such operations as: 
(a) The operations of Army forces in a 
country in which the character and extent 
of waterways makes it practicable and 
desirable to utilize Naval means in sup- 
port of the Army operations. (b) Employ- 
ment of air forces of the Army in support 
of naval forces engaged in operations such 
as those connected with the control of 
coastal zones and sea lanes. 

29. In such special situations the organ- 
ization of the forces of the assisting serv- 
ice should be maintained intact and co- 
ordination secured under the principle of 
unity of command. - The commander to 
exercise authority under unity of com- 
mand should be selected from the service 
to which the general operation is assigned 
as a function.

(This is the sixth of a series of articles 
by Col. J. C. Johnson, I. G. D., U. S. A., 
which deal with the faults which are 
found in Army units and organizations, 
and the remedies which can be applied 
to correct such faults. The valuable in- 
formation ziven in these articles will 
enable officers to guard against ineffici- 
ency through preventive rather than 
corrective measures.) 

(CORNERS will have their spider webs, 

woolens will have their moths, and 
dogs will have their fleas unless it is 
somebodys’s particular business to wield 
the broom, distribute moth balls, and ad- 
minister the insecticide. One of the 
first successful manufacturing corpora- 
tion presidents adopted the scheme of 
having in circulation throughout his fac- 
tories at all times a group of efficient 
“seouts” whose sole duties were to hunt 
for “spider webs,” “moths,” and “fleas” 
—anything that spelled inefficiency —and 
to devise such “brooms,” “mothballs,” 
and “insecticides” as would positively 
eliminate them. His one concern was 
that these scouts must be thoroughly 
competent. Anyone who could not make 
a distinct showing in favor of the. firm, 
in efficiency and cconomy was replaced. 
This scheme was so successful that his 
business and profits grew to phenomenal 
proportions, and other manufacturing 
concerns patterned after him, adopting 
his ideas and methods. This manu- 
facturer was educated in the service and 
claimed to have gotten his ideas there- 
from. “It’s a poor rule that won’t work 
both ways” and it would be a splendid 
thing for the service if all of its mem- 
bers would now take these ideas from 
him and apply them everywhere in their 
own activities. 

The Chief of Staff recently stressed the 
fact that each activity in the service should 
have an efficiency division whose duty it 
would be to eliminate inefficiency, waste, 
backlash, and friction. Such a division or 
organization would be composed of “scouts” 
who, generally in addition to their daily 
routine, would be ever on the alert to ob- 
serve what is going on in the various sub- 
activities with a view to eliminating there- 
from such unfavorable conditions and re- 
sults as are found to exist. This might at 
first appear to increase the burden of their 
tasks. On the contrary in the lone run it 
would lighten them-—-in proportion to their 
success at elimination and correction. This 
is fully illustrated in the fourth article of 
this series in the case of clothing accounts, 
ration accounts, individual clotiing ree- 
ords, and cockleburrs. If discipline could 
be improved 50 per cent, many an hour 
would be saved on court-martial duty

WILKINSON MAKES “BIG FOUR.”

AP™MY polo players have received with 

much pleasure the announcement of 
the solons of polo that Captain C. A.

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Journal Completes 64th Year 
(Continued from First Page) 
ters outside, as well as within the Serv- 
ices, the Army and Navy Journal has 
helped to place defense matters before 
Congress in their proper light and been 
influential in securing needed appropria- 

tions. 

During the past year, the Army and 
Navy Journal contributed $250 to the 
fund raised to send the American team 
to the International Rome Shoot, indi- 
cating its continued interest in the pro- 
motion of rifle practice which was in- 
augrated by the formation of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association in the Army and 
Navy Journal office in 1871. Articles, 
containing exclusive and authoritative 
information on the Arms Conferences at 
Geneva, appeared in these columns 
weekly and contributed largely to a 
clear understanding by the public of the 
happenings there.

the Army and Nevy Journal on the oe- 
casion of the Flect’s visit to New York. 
This issue contain! comprehensive and 
interesting information concerning the 
Fleet and its activities in addition to the 
regular news. The paper’s enterprise 
was highly lauded by both the Army 
and Navy officers and officials including 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

Promotion study developments in the 
Army have been given our readers from 
week to week, together with valuable 
information concerning the general trend 
of the reports of the Promotion Boards 
as they were received by the War De- 
partment.

Financial Digest 
BY A MARKET EXPERT. 
PPROXIMATELY $30,000,000 worth 
of wireless apparatus is estimated 
to have entered into international trade 
in 1926, according to H. E. Way, of the 


Commerce Department’s Electrical 
Equipment Division. The United States 
was the largest exporter, American 


shipments making up 29.4 per cent of 
the total; Germany came next, with 
25.6 per cent, followed by Great Brit- 
ain, with 20.5 per cent, and France with 
13.7 per cent. Exports from Germany 
showed a slight decrease during 1926, 
sa compared with the previous year, 

United States exports of radio appa- 
ratus decreased 12 per cent in 1926, as 
compared with 1925, amounting to $8,- 
794,453. Export figures for the first 
half of this year, however, were valued 
at $3,705,861, an increase of $450,000 
over the same period of 1926, indicating 
that the trade is reviving. 

With the exception of transmitting 
sets and parts, United States exports 
of all items of radio apparatus increased 
in the first half of 1927, as compared 
with 1926. Shipments of receiving sets 
in the 1927 period were valued at $1,- 
128,625, an increase of 27 per cent; 
tubes were valued at $501,206, an in- 
crease of 25 per cent; receiving set 
components reached a value of $979,- 
356, an increase of 30 per cent, while 
exports of receiving set accessories had 
a value of $939,195, an increase of 8 
per cent. Exports of transmitting sets 
and parts fell from $339,717 to $157,- 
578, a decline of more than 50 per cent 
from the 1926 figure.
